Alhajj Molana Sayyed Mohammad Abbas “Qamar” 
faidi is tetter knewn as Dector Maulana Sayyed Qamar 
Abbas Zaidi. He was born in a famous Sayyed family of 
Behra Sadaat District Muzaffar Nagar (UP, India.) These 
Sayyeds are well known as Sadaat-e-Bareha. His father 
Sayyed Amir Abbas Zaidi was a middle class Zamindar. 
He was a tespectable man and famous Zakir. His mother 
belonged to a well-to-do family of Kablawdah Dhistrict 
Muzaflar Nagar, She also, came from Sadaat-e-Bareha. 


Maulana Zaidi received primary education in his 
own village and thereafter got further education in Urdu, 
Arabic, Persian and English in Mansabiyah Arabic College 
and Faize-Aam Muslim College Meerut (UP. India.) 
In 1947 India was partitioned, and, though he had not finished 
his education he came to Karachi and joined Education 
Department of the Government of Pakistan, 


From boyhood he was fond of oratory and this he 
diverted to Majalis. Asa result, he is now considered a 
successful Zakir of Imam Husain (.4.5.) and every nook and 
corner of former East Pakistan and present Pakistan acknow- 
ledged him as such. 


‘He is also a good writer and his books “Asar-e- 
Qayamat” (The signs of Doomsday), “‘Irfan-e-lmamat™ 
(The Recognition of Divine Leadership), “Zaid-e-Shaheed™ 
(Zaid the Martyr) “Qayamat-e-Sughra” (Partial Resurrection) 
“Shaheed-e-Salis’ (The third Martyr) ‘‘Miftah-ul-Hajat™ 
(Keys to Wishfulfilment) “Rahbar-e-Hajj wa 7iyaral” (Guide 
to Hajj and Ziyaral) Rabbar-e-Ma Khumaini (Khumaint 
our leader), Five weeks in the Iran of Ayatullah Khumaini, 
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etc. etc. are very pocular. Being a religious minded person 
since his early childheed he visited the hely places five times 
and in 1974 performed Hajj.

It is also 
possible that man himself may ignite the flame of eventual 
destruction, Perhaps there may occur a change in the planen- 
lary system which may destroy. earth. . The Scientists project 
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many hypothesises regarding this matter, One such 
hypothesis is thatthe sun is a star of the NOVA group. 
Tt will expand so much that the earth will merge in its 
expanse and thus lose its independent identity. This is equal 
fo saying that the sun will descend to the earth and a distance 
of one and a quarter lance will remain there between them. 
Any how itis upto God, how He will end His universe. 
It is sufficient for us to believe that it issurely going to happen 
and to save ourselves from the shame of sinfulness on the 
Day of Resurrection we must try our utmost to load goodly 
lives. Every pteat event is followed by certain prembonitions. 
There are tnerefore portents for this great happening also. 
Some of che duguries were prophesied by the great prophet

We may not be able 
to witness each and every in our life time and future 
generations will see them. Some sayings regarding the 
portents of coming of the Day of Resurrection are nevertheless 
deserving critical analysis, Many of them greatly differ in 
context and commentary. Any how their purpose remains 
the same that is to remind man about the Day of Resurrection 
and there by correct the human behaviour. 

The same motive has prompted Moulana Sayyed 
Mohammed Abbas “Qammar™” Zaidi, and, he has compiled 
the signs of the advent of the Day of Resurzection from 
cumbersom: volumes into a compact pocket book, Being 
convinced tiat no theory is accepted as valid unless it is 
supported by scientific explanation, he has trie¢d-to relate the 
sayings to scientific phenomena.

In the name of God, the Merciful, the compassionate. 
I have before me the matter of the book ‘Qayamat-e-Sughra’. 
In it are compiled the portents of the advent of Imam Mahdi 
(A.3.) a matter of unanimity among the Muslims from the 
beginning of Islam upto this day. Shia writers have done 
much in this field and their research is worthy of commend: 
ation, but the efforts of Sunni writers are also noteworthy. 
They have done sufficient work in this matter so as to prove 
the advent Imam Mahdi (A.S.) in a clear and explanatory 
manner. Hereunder we give brief reference to _ their 
writings :— 
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It should also be noted that during these thirteen 
centuries there have been some bold men who’ totally detiy 
even the idea of Imam Mahdi, These people are very small 
in number. No wonder, some people consider even Yazid ‘to 
be a rightful Caliph. There might be only two reasons of 
denying the existence of Mahdi (A.S.). One, if they confirm 
the existence of Mahdi, enquiries would go further and 
details about his personality, family, character, role ete. 
would come inte light, and people don’t have enough 
courage to meet plain facts. 


The second reason is that there have been a number of 
Pseudo Mahdis, and, people fed up with these pretenders, 
see no alternative but to deny even the true Mahdi. This is 
a form of escapism and it 1s invalidated in Islam. 


We have no concern with refuters of idea of Mahdi due 
to their hollow and baseless arguments. Had the idea been 
groundless, there would not be so many Pseudo Mahdis and 
their supporters. Here we take into account only those 
person who donned the attire of Mahdihood wpon their 
impure bodies. There were Mahdis among Banu Abbas, 


‘Banu Fatima etc. The Indo Pak sub-continent also had its 


share of Mahdis. History has thus trampled many a 
Mahdis., 


Human nature wonders atand takes interest innovelties, 
thus the psendo Mahdis attracted popular attention and 
benefitted from it. It was said for this tendency that 
‘Halakal Mustajeloon—doomed are those who haste for 
Mahdi. 


There are plenty of authentic and compact Ahadith hence 
there remains no room for psendo-Mahdis, but the 


“pretenders are clever fellows They associate a few signs 


with :hem and publish the claims. Simple men with insuifi- 
cient Knowledge gather around them and this humbo jumbo 


continues until the psendo’ Mahdi meets his death. It is 


essential therefore to- present: before the piiblic knowledge 
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about true Mahdi ina simple language so as to close the 
doors of misguidance. The second aspect of the utility of 
such a publication is that, the innovations of psendo Mahdis 
may be solved without resorting to disputes. For example a 
sect claims that Prophet Jesus and Imam Mahdi is one 
person. In this mater, if'a person knows about the details 
of the advent of _ Imam Mahdi (AS) and, that Jesus will 
come to help Imam Mahdi (A.5.) and will offer prayers in 
the leadership of Imam Mahdi, the matter will solve itself. 
lt would not be out of place here to delve a little deeper. 
There are two factors for this thought: (1) The promised 
Messiah will net be Mahdi but he will be similar to it. (2) 
There is a Hadith ‘La Mahdi Ila Masih.—There won't be 
Mahdi without Messiah. Thus Mahdi hood ts contained in 
the self of Messiah, 


Itis possible to prove any hypotheses as correct by 
giving so called logical arguments. Wherever there is 
mention of the advent of Jesus in Ahadis, he is Jesus son of 
Mary and not any body similar to him. There is no mention 
of such a Hadith in Shia literature. 


It appears in Sunni Hadith literature but eradites term 
the Hadith as rejected and the Ravi as weak. On the 
contrary there is a large number of Hadith which propoends 
Mesiah io be an Israilee and Mahdi to be a progeny of 
Mohammad, Thus Mahdi and Messiah are two different 
persons. 


False pretenders have done much damage and there 
would be no surprise if the true Mahdi meets decision. It is 
therefore mecessary to have a sound knowledge of him. 
Present day world is full of turmoil and strife and at such a 
time remembering a future deliverer gives solace to the heart. 
_ This little book is a link in the chain of knowledge about 
Imam Mahdi (A.8.) and Molana ‘“Qamar”’ Zaidi deserve 
congratulation for his endeayour and professional skill. 

























. Who narrated the Hadith, before whom 
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Shia literature is-replate with Ahadis about Mahdi, and 
this is the first book of its kind which presents the idea in a 
compact and comprehensive manner. 1 have never seen such 
a book before, It is also note-worthy that most of these 
Ahadith are narrated by Ahlul Bait (A.5.) why not! [t is 
their household affair. Imam Mahdi is the final link of the 
chain of light which illumined the house of Ahlul Bait and 
on account of that tt was the duty of Ahlul Bait to give fullest 
possible information about Mahdi. Some Sunm erudities 
have confirmed those traditions and consider contradiction to 
those Ahadith as blasphemy, 

Collecting particular Ahadith is not a difficult task but 
verification is a tough job to handle hence it is essential to 
give particular attention to these matters. 

(1) Kufic seript passed through several changes before 
reaching us. Formerly it was devoid of dots idicative of 
consonants and signs indicaling vovels. There was thus scope 
of great ambiguity. The copy writers maintained alternate 
arrangements $0 as not to distract from Ofiginality. The 
alternate meaning now devived for example of a Hadith is 
Banners will be burned in th: streets of Koofa. and or 
Banners will be torned in the streets of Koofa. Second 
example. Hadis about Auf-e-salmi, his residence is Tikrit in 
Kufic it is possible to read it as his residence is in Kuit. 
Both Places are located in Arabia but none can feach 
certainty about any of it, Adoption of any one form ig 
essential but Kufic originality may be lost. 


(2) In narratives, the names of cities and places ete, 
are given in ancient forms which are out of usage nowadays, 


It is necessary to give modern names of the places and cities 


_ besides ancient ones to make the Hadith explanatory. 


(3) Full back ground of the Hadith should be given, 


it was narrated, 
where it was narrated etc,, so that the references given may 
be easily recognised, 
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(4) The Infallibles reviewed the final era in different 
perspectives ic. social, moral, economic ete. Hence the 
Ahadis of portents compiled with different perspective 
headings eases the task of understanding. Also there are four 
different types, viz. (1) Certain, (2) Non-certain, (3) Special, 
(4) Common. Those portents which are of certain type will take 
place under any condition whatsoever. Non-certain porterts 
are conditional, Common portents are to be found every 
where, Specials are bound with place and time. Classification 
will thus provide a solulion to apparent short cominges and 
contradictions. 


(5) The Ahadis of portents require no commentaries 
and exegesis. Either they have taken place or will take 
place as narrated originally. Much philosophising will only 
confuse the matter and would amount to nothing but 
intellectual masturbation. 


I am happy to state that the book of Molana Zaidi meets 
much of the above mentioned requirements. It is alsa note 
worthy that has compiled only future portents—ie. the 
insurgence led by a Hasany Sayyed, the mischief of a Sufyani, 
the destruction of some parts of the Middle East etc.—for 
which the pseudo Mahdis have not been able to give any 
exegesis. 

Ending the discussion I request the readers to go 
through the book, not just asa pastime but creitical study of 
the matter with a view to understand appreciate the motive of 
wiititig the book, It ts proved on the authority éf Quran 
and Ahadis that the existence of a divine leader is éssential 
for the life of the world and that the person who dies 
without knowing the Imam of the age dies the death of an 
ignorant person. Knowledge of Ima is thus a mesh of 
emancipation in the Hereafter, hence incumbent upon Very

Satan is a creature given respite for a time known (only 
to God). As he isa misguiding soul, there must remain in 
this world a guiding soul to offset the evil influence of 
Satan. Man is acreature weak in constitution, hence the 
presence of a misguiding soul and absence of a guiding soul 
makes his position critical. There is then every possibilty 
for man to fall into the ditches of darkness and sin, Then, 
the concept of reward and sin, heaven and hell—all would 
be useless. 


God, therefore, never leaves the world without a guide. 
In Qur'an, He says: “O Prophet ( S.A.), you are giver of 
good tidings anda warner and for every community there 
is a guide’. Thus the system of guidance has always been 
there and willremain for forever. It should also be home 
in mind that, man whois himself needy of guidance can 
not become a Guide. An Imam is divinely guided and free 
from any type of sin, Every prophet and Imam isa guide 
thus Hadi and as he is guided by God, he is Mahdi, the 
chain of guidance which began with the creation of man and 
still continues. ‘The final ray of the divine light of guidance 
is our twelfth Imam. Though he is unseen to our eyes, he 
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sheds “The Light Qn the Path’ while Satan who is also 
unseen to our eyes continues to misguide people from the 
“Right Path’. 


Hadith-c-Sagalain:—Itisa very famous Hadith accepted 
by both Sunnis and Shias, 


I dont go inte detailed discussion about its context but 
State precisely that it propounds the necessity of a divine 
guide. We have before us the Qur'an but wedont have before 
us the Imam from Ahtul Bait. The Hadith of the Holy 
Prophet cannot be wrong, hence the Imam must be some- 
where and he is there unseen from our eyes. 


Also there are Ahadith in Sunni and Shia Hadith 
literature that the Holy Prophet had said. ‘There will be 
twelve chiefs after me, all from Banu Hashim. This Hadith 
has its variants like~all from Koraish etc. History 1s wit- 
ness that there come many chiefs from Omayyads, Abbasides 
étc, but none could fulfil the condition of number. Thus 
only Banu Hashim remains there. Eleven Imam have passed 
away and as long as there remains Qur-an in this world, 
our twelfth holy Imam will also remain. 


Imam Mahdi mentioned in books of other religions 


Study of various books convince us that the world is 
awaiting a super man 10 save itself from strifes.

left this earthly about. On 9%th Rabi-ul-Awwal, Imam 


Mahdi became a divine leader in apparant manner, Shias 
celebrate this day as an auspicious occasion. From this day 
his lesser occultation began, It lasted for nearly seventy 
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years and during that interim period, the Imam was 
represented by four agents and the Imam used to issue 
verdicts and answer questions through them. The four 
noble souls were (1) Othman bin Saeed Qmari—the frst 
agent (2) Mohammad bin Otshman— the second agent (3) 
Shaikh Hussain Ibn Rawh-the the third agent (4) Shaikh 
Ali bin Mohammed Samri—the fourt agent. 


The term of the office of Shaikh Ali bin Mohammed 
Samari lasted for only three years. Before the end of his 
term he received a letter from Imam, which is famous a8 
“Taugi’? Abu Mohammad Hasan [bn Maktab reports that 
once I went to sce Shaikh Aliand saw that he was showing 
the letter of Imam to people.

None will see me 
and I will remain hidden tor a very long time, During my 
occultation, people will turn hard headed, troubles and 
oppression will increase. Many false claimants will also 
come into existence. Some Shias will claim meetings with 
me. Beware! any body who claims to see me before 
Sufyanis revolt and the great sound from sky is a false 
claimant. ‘“‘Laa Haul Wa La Quwwat Iila Billah”,

continues, 
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Points to ponder 


During the last few years the world has witnessed major 
changes. Morality has gone its all time low, Socio political 
crimes are on increase. A few mintues given to information 
medias shows us that the governments themselves are 
supporting crimes. Even sense of guilt feeling has vanished, 


In such acritical time, itis our duty as Muslims to 
remember the sayings of our divine leaders, who predicted 
the events of present days some thirteen centuries ago. 
Their predictions have proved their truthfulness day by day 
because their knowledge was divinely inspired. Their eyes 
probed into the future. Apparently they were men like our 
selves but their knowledge was special,

The fifth principle of the faith in Islam—oripinal or 
shiaism 18 the belicf in Qayamat, The faith in this principle 
iscompulsory. It is a fixed day to come, the knowledge of 
which is open only to God and his choasen servants. There 
are some portents which will proceed the Day of Judgement, 


The Holy Prophet is reported to have said: ‘ Ten 
Signs are necessary to appear before the Day of judge- 
ment. (1) The revolt of Sufyani. (2) The revalt of Dajjal. 
(3) Fire and Smoke. (4) Dabbatual Arz. (5) The advent 
of Qaem, (6) Sunrise from the West. (7) Coming of 
Eesa from the sky. (8) Land slide in the east. (9) Land- 
slide in Arabia, (10) Fire in the depths of Aden which will 
drive people to the Plane of Gathering, 
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Note: In the words of the Holy Prophet (8. A.) 
only hints are given. Here under some analysis on modern 
lines 18 given, 


Fire and smoke might be reference to Bombs which 
when exploded produced fire and smoke Fire in the depths 
of Aden may be reference to fire in the petrol storage 
tanks or in oil wells of Arabia, The deep soil of Arabia 
is full of highly inflammable oil, The advent of Qaem is 
that the Imam Mahdi will appear before the Day of judge- 
ment is proved by authenticated and valid traditions, 
More about it will appear later; The auguries described in 
the Ahadis provide paints to pander for non-muslims, 


There are some mistakes in this work due to derivation 
from original Arabic. I have given the names of original 
books and they may be referred to by studious readers, 
[have done my best with my imperfect knowledge. The 
readers are requested to send their suggestions. 


“PHE AUGURIES ABOUT THE ADENT 
OF IMAM MAHDI” 


I have classified the augries as under : — 
Definite Auguries : 


These auguries which will certainly appear before the 
advent of Imam Mahdi and there is no recouerse, 


Conditional Auguries : 


They are related to the actions of men. They may or 
may notappear. Repentence and seeking forgiveness may 
ward off evil omens. These omens may not take place 
Where only good people live but as the social framework 
is gtadualiy worsening there is possibility that they might 
also take place. They might be delayed for some time as 
the punishment to former communities was delayed, 
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Common Auguries : 


They pertain to social, economic, cultural and moral 
changes. 


Special Auguries : 


They pertain to certain communities, particular places, 
cilies etc, 
Past Augurics : 

Those which have occured before the writing of this 
book. 
Future Auguries : 


Those which are yet to take place. 


The givers of the forecasts lived in Arabia and they 
knew the capacity of the knowledge of their country men, 
hence most of the forecasts are limited fo the area of 
middle cast. Whenever questions were put before them, 
they answered keeping in, mind the knowledge of the 
questioner. General terms “the earth” to also used in 
Rome Prediclions, 


Another point worth remembering is that geophysical 
as well a5 geo-political changes have taken place since 
that tine, Names of cities have changed, Cities have 
been destroyed. New citics have come into being. Earnest 
readers should concern webster’s Geography or any other 
good book about old time geography, 


Among Arabs it is customary to be known by filial 
appellations, family and claim affiliations ete, Hence the 
Arabic system of names in the forecasts. 


Common Auguries : 


We shall take these omens first because they reflect 


the marvellous insights of those masters whose eyes saw 
into the future clearly, | 
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Here we give translation of an address of the Holy 
Prophet, The original Arabic matter is in Beharu] Anwar. 


Jabir Ibn Abdullah Ansari is reported to have said : 
“I perfomed Hajjatul Wida with the Holy Prophet. After 
finishing the rituals he said: ‘* People, today I bid final 
forewell to the Holy Kaaba.** Then coming ts the gate 
of Kaaba he told people to gather together. People 
thronged around the Prophet and he began: ‘People, 
may God he mercifulto you. You are like the lcaves of 
a thornless tree. This condition would persist for forty 
years. Then for two years thorns and leaves will live 
together. After that no leaf would be visible, there will 
remain only thorns. Listen. I am going to tell you of 
things tocome after me. So those who are present here 
should convey my words to those who are absent. 


The Prophet then began to weep and the whole crowed 
also wept with him. After a while the Prophet began : 
“People a tim: willcome, when: (1) The kings and rulers 
Wil be tyranical. (2) Wealthy person will be miserly. 
(3) Erucdites will be greedy for worldly possessions, (4) 

eegers Will be imposters. (5) Children will lack modesty. 
(6) Old persons will be wicked. 


The Prophet began to weep again, so Salman stood 
up and asked: “‘O Master when these things would take 
place 7” 


The Prophet replied: “O Salman, it will happen 
When. (7) There will be dearth of erudites. (8) Payment 
of #£akat will be stopped. (9) Things forbidden will be 
openly practiced. (10) There will be prayer calls from the 
mosques but people will be too enyrossed in worldly matters. 
(11) Lust for worldly prossessions will increase. (12) 
Religious knowledge will have no value and will be crushed 
under the feet, (13) People willlic each other in conversation 
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(14) Back biting will become a source of pleasure. 
(15) People will not refrain from grabbing illgotten pro- 
perty, but will regard it as booty. (16) The elders won't have 
any affection for the young and the young also won't have 
any regard for the old people. So bear in mind that when 
such a time comes, thecurse of God will be upon them. Islam 
will remain in name only. Astorm, red in colour will arise and 
big hail stones will drop from sky, Faces will be transformed 
ugly, and there will be frequent earth quakes and landslides. 
Qur'an says: “Say: “He is able to send forth upon you 
chastisement from above you or from under your feel and to 
confuse you—in sects and to make you laste the violence of 
one another, Behold, how we turn about the signs: this 
haply they will understand. (6:65) Some companions 
asked : “Whenwill all happen 1" 


Prophet (S. A.) replied when—(1) People won't offer 
prayers in time. (2) People will follow passions. (3) There 
will be excessive addition to various drinks among people. 
(4) Parents will be rebuked, (5) Men will obey their women 
folk. (6) The neighbours will oppress the neighbours. (7) 
The elders willbe no more compassionate. (B) Youngsetrs 
will be shameless, (¥) People will build palatial and solid 
residences. (10) Servants will be persecuted. (11) False 
evidence will be common. (12) One will be jealous of ones 
own brother, (13) Partners will misappropriate against one 
another. (14) Mutual sincerity and affection will diminish. 
(15) Adultery will be much prevalent, (16) Men will regard 
female attire as graceful for themselves. (1/) Modesty among 
Women Will cease lo exist, giving its place to shamelessness 
and vanity. (18) Hearts will be full of pride and arrogance, 
(19) Acts of obliging others would become searce. (20) 
Crimes will increase. (21) Men will wish for self praise 
alongwith wealth, (22) Singing will be considered a form of 
culture and considerable money would be spent for it. (23) 
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People will indulge in merry making pastimes and become 
oblivious to the hereafter. (24) Piousness and self control 
will wane off, (25) Avarice and greed will increase, (26) 
There will be numerous strifes and turmoils, (27) Mosques 
will echo with the call for prayers, but hearts will be devoid 
of faith, (28) A true. momin will be considered a lowly 
Person and an apostate will be considered respectable. (29) 
The faces of the people will, no doubt, be like the human 
beings but their hearts would be devilish, The Almighty 
says inthe Holy Qur'an. What did you think thai We 
created you only for sport, and that you would not be re. 
turned to us (23: 115). Had there not been good and pious 
people among you, He would nat send sain upon you and 
bring forth vegetation, [ wonder at people whose wealh js 
their God. Their desires are long but their lives are short, 


The Holy Prophet continued : “There will come a time 
when (1) The belly will be lreated as God (that is people 
will do any thing and every thing to fill their bellies Without 


any year of God. (2) Women will be the centre of their 


thoughts) that is men will be subservient to woman and be 
dictated by them, (3) Money will be their religion, that is 


wealth and possession will have precedence ove religion, 


and people won't care for it for the sake of money, (4) 
Qur’an will be taught as a fashion only. (5) Mosque will be 
constructed but hearts will lack faith. (6) The scholars will 
be from amongst the worst people, that is they will show 
themselves as religious minded, whereas in fact, they will be 
Out and out materialists,”’ 


The Prophet then warned : “Remember, when such a 
time comes, God will entagle people in four afflictions (1) 
Oppression of the Tuling authority (2) Famine and high 
Prices of daily requirements. (3) Persecutions by the admi- 
nistrative officials, (4) Idol worship. 
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The companions expressed surprise and suid: O 
Master, what! A Muslim and idol worship ? 

“Yes replied the Prophet,” For them Dirham (Our 
rupee paisa etc.) will symbolize an ideal, 

We sec actually happing what the Holy Prophet fore- 
casted over thirteen centuries ago, Hazrat Ali (A.5.) in his 
address (Khutba] known as Al Bayan mentions the portents

Imam said:—“Right will be frustrated and rightful people 
won't be found any where, Oppression and tyrany will 
rule over the cities. Practical following of Qur'an will be 
considered old fashioned. Meanings of Quranic verses will 
he made to suit personal needs, thus Qur'an will be changed 
from its ue meaning, People of injustice will score a 
victory over people of justice. Muschiel will appear from 
every direction, Shamelessness and misdeeds will 
prevail. Homosexuality will be common. Momins 
will not be respected but mean persons will be 
honoured. Young persons will not honour their elders, 
Mercy will be an absent virtue. Wicked persons will be 
praised for their boldness and none will dare oppose them. 
Men will take delight in taking passive part. Women will 
marry women. Money will be spent in matters other than 
permitted by God. Merry making and adultery will be 
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rampant. Adultery will be considered a hidden virtue. A 
momin will be debarred from obedience to God. A neigh- 
bour will delight in hurting a neighbour, Blasphamous 
people will enjoy spreading mischiefs. Enjoining good will 
earn rebukes. Doors to goodness will be closed while to 
evil open. Kaaba will be useless on account of difficulties to 
Hajis. People will be forced to forsake pilgrimages. People 
won't fulfil their promises. Men will take aphrodisiacs to 
gain strength for sodomy and women will take greasy food 
to make them fit for fellatio, Some men will earn their living 
by anus while women will commercialize their vaginas. 
Women will found their own clubs, institutions etc. Men 
will be effiminate. Men will beautify themselves like 
females, Homosexuality will be considered an enviable 
trait. 


Banu Abbas will pay for Sodomy, Women will take 
pride for extra marita! relations and vice versa. Sex will 
be used as means of material gain. Wealth and not piety 
willbe a standard of respectibility, Usuary will be gladly 
exchanged. False evidences will be accepted. What God 
has forbidden will be considered lawful and what God 
has permitted will be considered unlawful. Tenets of 
religion will be twisted to suit desires. Muischievious people 
will indulge in evil mongering freely and momios won't 
have power to forbid evil |Nahy-Anil Munkar). Rulers 
will prefer Kafirs and dislike momins. Bribery will become 
an indispensable tool to gain favour with government 
servants. Men will do sodomy with their wives. People 
will be murdered on small pretexts and execuses. Men will 
be derided for contacts with women, they will be encou- 
raged to have relations with men. Men will subsist on 
income of their wives earned from fornication. Women 
will rule the household and husbands will obey them as the 
wives will be bread winners. Women will be offered and 
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exchanged lo gain favours. Swearing, by the name of God 
will be considered as paliry matter. Gambling and wine 
will prevail every where. Muslim women will freely 
mingle with Kafirs and Muslims won't prevent them, nay 
they won't have guts to do so. Our enemies will get 
favours with rulers and our friends will be considered 
so low that their testimonies won't be accceptable. Cheating 
and perjury will prevail among people. Reading and 
hearmg of Quran will be considered troublesome, Listen- 
ing toa fictions will be preferred by people. A neighbour 
won't behave well with a neighbour except for the fear 
of sharp tongue. God’s laws won't be valid and culprits 
won't be punished according to them. Back bitting and 
sladering will be common. Motives of Haj and Jihad will 
be other than Islamic, Mosques will be-embelished with 
gold, Rulers will consult: Momins at the whims of Kafirs. 
Giving a little less in weight and measure will be a common 
business practice, Shedding other's blood would not be 
considered a serious matter. People will brag about their 
foul tongue to make others fear them. 


Imam (A. 8.) continued : “People will treat the offering 
of prayers hghtly and ignore it. Inspite of having surplus 
wealth, people would dislike paying poor rate, Coffin 
cloths will be stolen from the graves and resold, Killing 
Will be so much Prevalent that even the animals would 
begin to murder each other, People would offer prayers 
In unusual clothes. Eyes and hearts will lose their emo- 
tional character. Popular attention will be drawn to wealth 
only. Exhibitionism will become 4 feature of prayers. People 
will acquire religious knowledge only to explit for worldly 
Purpose. Party affiliations wil] become a form of life: Seekers 
of rightful subsistence will beget praise only. Bad deeds. will 
be prevalent even in Mecca and Medina, Dead persons will 
be derided upon. Year by year condition will deteriorate, 
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Wealthy persons wil] be imitated, Poors and needy will 
be derided Upon, Natural calamities like earth quake, 
downpours etc. will be there but none Will fear, A 
bominable deeds wil] be performed openly. Parents will 
disown their children and children will redicule their 
parents. and, wish for their death. Women will be in- 
dulgent and disobedient to their husbands. A day passed 
without sin wil] be considered a day wasted. People in 
authority would hoard items of daily use and sell them at 
high prices. Begpars and imposters will befriend each other 
and indulge in gambling and drinking. Liquor will be used 
aS curative agent, A Postates will be considered authority 
On subjects and momins ae baseless. Payments will he 
accepted for Calls of Prayer (Azan) and offering prayer. 
Mosques will be ful] of people who won't fear God. Half 
mad and semiconscious People will lead congregational 
Prayers such people will be respected every where and they 
won't be rebuked.

binges and its results), This 1s one. 


I replied : “Yes O master,” 


The second one continued the prophets is the victory 
over Jerusalem. Third is mass murder. People will be 
murdered like goats and sheep, Fourth is excessive wealth 
which will not be sufficient to fulfill needs, Fifth, a strife 
will take place and not a single Arab house will remain safe 
from it sitth, the whites will betray you. They will attack 
you in eighty battalions and every battalion will have twelve 
thousand soldiers. (Affermed by Bukhari). 


QAYAMAT-F-SUGHRA 1? 
Destriction of some cities - 


In Manaqib of Ibn Shahar Ashoob it is recorded from 
Qatada who reports from Saeed Tbn Mosayyab : “Hazrat 
Amirul Momeneen was once asked to comment upon the 
verse: not a nation there is, but there Passed away 
in ita Warner (35: 24). Ali gave a Jengthy commentary 
on it and gave tidings about the destruction of 
several cities. Samargand, Jaj, Khwarizm. Ispehan and 
Koofa will be sacked by Turks. (Here Turks mean Russian), 
Hamadan and Ray will be destroyed by the people of 
K.azveen, Tabrosa, Medina and the area of Persian Gulf will 
be ravaged by femines and hunger, Mecca will he devas- 
tated by Ethiopia, Basra and Baikh will be drowned, Sind 
will be sacked by India, India by Tibet, Tibet by China. 
Armies will trample Badakshan, Saani Kirman and some 
parts of Syria. Yemen will be revaged by rulers. Siistan 
and some parts of Syria wil] be ruined by gases, Saman 
will be destroyed by epidemics, and, locusts will lay waste 
Marv. Serpents will kill creatures in Tirat. Naishapore 
will be ravaged, Azarbaijan will be sacked by armies and 
thunder bolts (perhaps due to bombings). Nill will burst, 
Bokhara will submerge in water. There will be famines and 
Salam and Bagdad also will be destroyed. 


A few more portents narrated by Ali: 

Abu Abdullah Jafar ibn Mohammed reports from Imam 
Husain (A.8 ) who asked his father : “Please tell us, when 
will God purify the earth from the wicked people ? 

Alireplied: ,,The earth won't be purified until] and 
unless blashphemous blood is fully shed. Thereafter Ali 
(A.8.) described the government of Omayyads and Abbasi- 
des and said ; Before the advent of Qaem a Sayed Hasani 
will station himself in Khorasan. He will conquer Kirman 
and Multan. Thereafter he will proceed towrrds Basra’s 
hinterland. Then a Qaem from us will manifest himself in 
Jilan (Sayed Hasani), People of Astrabad and Kazvin will 
obey him. Then the flags of Turks will appear, Fierce 
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battles will then take place, Then Basra will be devastated 
and Arab headquarter will be in Egypt. 


Thereafter Ali told a long story narrating an event and 
said: “Spears will be poised and the mean people would 
kill good people, (Refers to Killings of Muslims by 
Russians or by their stooges.) 


White and Black Death:— Ali satd:—"* Before the 
advent of Qaem, two types of deaths would appear - Red 
and white. Red denotes bloud, that is immenese bloodshed 
due to wars, And, white death means results of epidemics 
that spread alter wars. 


Note: “These short portents indicate that first there 
will be wars on earth, especially in the Middle East and 
then epidenics would breakout. 


Syria and Irag:—Ali (A.S.) said: War will break out 
in Syria and it will be bombed. Asaresult one lac people 
will be killed. God will then grace the Momins and punish 
the Kafrs. Beware at that time. 


Horses with yellow flags will come from the West 
(Iraq is in the West of Syria). Thev will reach Syria, There 
isa village named Harsa or Kharsa which will sink into 
the ground. Beware you then. It is a portant of the revolt 
of Sufyani who willcome from the dry valley of Palastine. 
(Old geography books indicate that its place Kharsa or 
Harsa is near Damascus. 


Seige of Koofa : 


Asbagh ibn Nahata is reported to have said: “We 
heard the exegesis of the verse: Then we gave back to you 
the turn to prevail over them, and We succoured you with 
wealth and children, and We made you a greater host. 17: 6 
from Ali {A.S.) who said:—“There are some signs and 
portents in it, First is the siege of Koofa. Ditches 
will be dug around the city due to fear of enemies. 
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Flags will either be forn or burnt in the streets of 
Koofa, The great mosque of Koofa™ will lay useless for 
forty days as there will be none to offer prayers. Christians 
Will gain control aver the area. ‘Three flags will be hoisted 
near the mosque of Kaofs simultaneously, Bloodshed will 
take place in which the killer and the killed both will go to 
Hell, A pious man will be murdered in the backskirts of 
the mosque of Koofa, along with seventy persons. Between 
Rukn and Magam another pious man wili be murdered 
(in Macca). 


Note : Those who want to see detailed portents should 
read the adress of Ali (A.8.) ‘Al-Makhzoon’ in book Basha- 
ratul Islam printed in Bagdad, 


Ten portents described by Alf (A:S.) :

3 factions will fight in Iran and thousands will be killed, 
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Eclipses : 

Contrary to planetary laws lunar eclipse on 5th. of the 
month and solar eclipse on 15th.

a thing ever since Adam.”’ This report was taken from [mam 
Mohammad Bagar (A4.5.) 
Earth Quakes - 

Imam Mohammad Bagar (A 8.) has said: “*Qsem 
won't manifest himself till there overshadows rain of terror 
all over the world. There will be frequent earth quake and 
people be miserable. Epidemics would spread, FPulerce 
battles will take place among Arabs. Extreme polemics 
will rise among people, Religion will be weak. General 
condition of the society will so deteriorate that people will 
seck death morning and evening, 


False pretenders : 
Imam Jafar Sadiq (A.S.) has satd:—*There will be 


twelve Savyed pretenders to Mahdihood before the arrival 
of true Mahdi.” 


Arab day in Koofa ; 


Imam Jafar Sadiq {A.8.) once adressed a boy in 
Koofa:—“In your city uear the mosque four thousand 
people of Saaboon will be killed by the Gate of Elephants

First if will occur in Eastern countries, then in western 
countries, then in Arabia. (This means three in a year, The 
world has already seen two eclipses in a year.) 


In some Riwayat it is recorded that earth quakes will 
take place in this order, God knows best, 


Sunrise from the West : 


Some traditionists take this event as an augury of the 
Day of judgement. Study of other portents showed us that 
the sun will apper stationary to earth dwellers at the time of 
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midday. It will remain so till afternoon and then move 
again as if rising from the West. This portent is hard to 
digest. Change in the movement of sun may result in 
devastating changes.

He will come when 
the Middle East will be strifetorn by famines continuing for 
three Consecutive years. In the third years sign of green 


grass would be extremely rare and these will be no rainfull 
at all. 


This one eyed monstor will be lLwenty meters tall, His 
right.eye is useless and would Appear as a lump of red meat. 
His left eye will shine from the forehead. He will ride a 
massive, red, hairy donkey whose legs will be black from 
high bones to knees, and, white trom knees to hoofs, 


Musical sounds will come from his hairs and hairs of bis 
donkey. 


Depressed people, women, bedouin Arab and Jews 
will obey him. He himself will be a jew of Qutama dynasty 
and due to his lilial appellation Abu Yousuf, People will 
accept him as 4 prophet.

Muslims will 
begin to take usuary. Bribery will be a customary matter. 
Palatial buildings will be constructed, Religion will be sold 
for worldly purposes. Mean and fool hardy persons will 
made rulers by the people, (As it happens in democratic 
voting). Men will seek counsels of women. Compassion 
won't be seen any where. Slavery will be common. Mur- 
ders and bloodshed will be considered triffles, Men of 
Knowledge will be weak and oppressors will be strong. 


Rulers will be corrupt and their ministers oppressive. 
Sochs and Quran readers will be rascals. False evidences 
will be given. Quran will be decorated with golden threads, 
Mosques will be decorated with high dames. Bad people

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will he respected, Population will increase but people will 
be indifferent to each other. Promises and covenents 
will be broken, Women will share business with their 
husbands out of greed. Voices of communists and anti-re- 
ligionists will be powerful every where. They will be 
listened to by every body, Community leaders will be 
the meanest persons available. Embezzlers and cheaters 
will become bankers. Musical instruments will be available 
in abundance. 


Women will take to horse riding and driving vehicles. 
Imitation of the opposite sex will be confidered a fashion, 
Witness inlegal matters will be abundantly available even 
though they may know nothing about the case or have any 
connection. Welves will roam in the parhs of lambs. 
Hypocricy will be contagious, Hearts of people will be 
stinkier than corpses and better then aloe. The best place 
to live in that time will be Jerusalem. A time will come 
when a men would wish had he been a dweller of Jerusalem. 


Asbagh Ibn Nabata stood up and said: “O Master, 
tell us who is Dayjjai ! 

Ali(A. 8.) replied: “He is Sayyad. Woe to him who 
affirms bim-and lucky is he who disbelieves him. He will 
emerge froma Village called Isbahan from an area called 
Judea. There will be a blister in his right eye. His left 
eye will bein the forehead shining like a morning star, but 
upon it there will be a blood drenched flesh piece, Between 
his two eyes, there will be letters KAFIR (in Arabic) 
written very conspicuously. He will swim across oceans. 
Sun will be with him. A cloud of smoke will be in front 
of him and a white mountain behind him. Famine striken 
people will think white mountain as food, His red cloured 
donkey will take mile long strides and his legs would stretch 
and shorten according to the surface of pround., 


The water crossed by him will dry away till the Day 
of Resurrection, After that he will shout so loud that his

He will then raise his head to the sky 
and with the permission of the Almighty see the East and 
West simultaneously. This event will take place after the 
sunrise from the West. After that the door to repentence 
will be closed. Deeds and actions will be ofno use, Don't 
ask me What willhappen after that because I have made a 
covenant with the Holy Prophet not to disclose this save 
to my successor.” 


The Ravi of this narrative Turan ibn Sabra asked 
Saasaa ibn Sohan: What is the meaning denoted by Amir- 
ul-Momencen ? 


Saasaa replied: “O ibn Sabra, the man behind whom 
jesus will offer prayer is the twelfth successor in the line 
of Ali and ninth in the line of Ali's son Husain. (A. §,)

There are predictions about the destruction of some 
cities but the destruction of Bagdad js emphatically men- 
tioned, and, as such erudites consider it as a sure augury, 


Imam Jafar Sadiq (A. S.) had delivered a length 
speech in this regard. I have mentioned it in my previous 
book “Asar-e-Qayamat.” Ali (A. 8.) has also referred to 
it in his adresses. Here under fist 18 civen, 


“There will be founded a city named Bagdad (Perhaps 
the modern Bagdad Bagdad-e-Jadid), It will be so full of 
sins that divine punishments will be concentrated there, 
Unprecedented calamitities like epidemics, famines, flood 
in river Tigris, torrential rains, Cyclones etc, will occur. 
Destruction of the city will begin when there will gather 
three types of flags in the city. One yellow flags, other 
flags from Westerm areas and third, flags from surrounding 
areas perpups it is a sign of civil war, 


Revolt led by a Hasani Sayyed : 


He will be a handsome youth from the progeny of 
Imam Hasan (A. 8.) In some Ahadis his name is given 
as Hasan. He will emerge from Dailam (area around 
Kazvin). He will make no claim of divine leadership but 
secing the plight of the society he will call pecple to shun 
evil and reform themselves, People of Taleqan will be first 
to answer his call. They‘will gather around him anda 
reformation movement will take place. The Hasni leader 
will spread his message in the surrounding areas and come 
to Multan via Kirman, Then he well go upto Basra, All 
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these areas will accept his tutelage. He will then start 
for Koofa and there news will reach him that the advent 
of Imam Mahdi has occured and the Imam has started for 
Iraq via Mecca and Medina. 


The people of Koofa will be leading unhappy lives 
at that time. The Hasani Sayed will meet Imam Mahdi 
to seek miracles of divine leadership. Upon verification 
he will take oath of allegience to Imam along with his 
huge atmy. 


Imam Jafar Sadiq has said: By God, the Hasani 
Sayyed will be knowing his leader (Imam) but only to 
assure other people he will seek miracles. Four thousand 
Faidi soldiers of Yemen belonging to the army of Hasani 
Sayyed will refute. They will be claiming Zaid the Martyr 
ag their Imam. Consequently Imam Mahdi will tell the 
Hasni Sayyed to persuade the Zaidi youths for surrender. 
Negotiations will [ast for three days but Zaidis won't 
budge. At last all of them will be annihilated. 


Future Portents -

Its light would be similar to that of the moon, Its tail 
would gradually sink and then it would disappear. Comets 
have come and gone, but none as bright as the moon. 


12. Fire in the Atmosphere:—For three or seven con- 
secutive days fire will appear between the sky and the earth. 
It will be a great source of wonder, 


13. Intenselly red colour will overshadow the sky.

(Perhaps a 
reference to the arn:y of Hasani Sayyed). 


él. A new canal will be dug from the river Euphrates. 
Tt will pass through Koofa, bringing it prosperity. The city 
Will then grow in size and population. (The propecy has 
taken place and completed), 


22, Sixty mean and corrupt persons will claim to be 
Prophets. By their charm and wining personality they will 
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misguide peopie. (About 58 false claimants have passed 
away.) 


23. Twelve Sayyed Liars:- From the progeny of 
Abu Talib, twelve persons will claim to be either Imam or 
vicegerent of Imam or Mahdi. Some of them have passed 
away while other will come in the future. 


24. An honourable person from Banu Abbas will be 
burnt alive between Jaloola and Khanqueen. (It might be

They will be wealthy 
yet reluctant to fulfil their commitments, They will exhort 
people to rightfulness, but they themselves would be devoid 
of it. Their names will start with their partronymic 
appellations. Their reasoning and wisdom will resemble those 
of women. Differences will grow among them and there after 
God will manifest the Truth, 


3. The Prophet (8.A.) advised : “‘Run for your safety 
when you see yellow flags in Egypt. When they reach Syria. 
You must act quickly, Run away to the skies if you can 
otherwise seek protection elsewhere on Earth. 


The.above mentioned Hadith was narrated by Hassan. 


4, The Rawi says: *'l heard Abdullah ibn Omar saying 
jn Kaaba", Black flags will come from eastern sides and 
yellow flags from western sides. They will clash in Syria.

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will then handover the authority to Imam Mahdi and help 
him, Three hundred Syrians will aid Shoaib ibn Salih, The 
interim period between the revolt of Shoaib ibn Salih and 
the advent of Imam Mahdi is seventy two months. 


Note : In seme narratives seventy three days are given. 
At the end of Hadith it is recorded that, with that group 
there will be flags of Amalekas-Kurds. Kurds are descen- 
dents of Imlik ibn Adam ibn Sam ibn Nooh. They inhabit 
border areas of Iran, Iraq and Turkey. Perhaps the Kurds 
mentioned here are Iranians who will accompany Shoaib 
ibn Saleh. 


7, Makhool reports that the Holy Prophet said ,“I 
think it is more proper to use Turks instead of the term 
Russians.

steeds by the bank of the river. 


12. Further Identity of the Turks: —The Prophet said: 
“My followers will have to fight People whose faces are 
broad, eyes small and features rough and rugged, Three 
limes the encounters will take place. First my people will 
save themselves by flight. At the second encounter, some 
of my people will be killed, while others will be spared. In 
the third encounter, the enemies will score a victory. They 
are the Turks. By God, their vehicles will be parked 
around the mosques of the Muslims, My community will 
be at its wit’s end. They will flee in throngs taking their 
belongings and loading them an whatever they find. 


43, Imam, Hasan (A. 8.) has reported thai the Prophet 
said: “The Day of Judgement won't come before you face 
an encounter with people of shallow and broad faces followed 
another encounter with people whose shoes are made of 
hairs. First ones are Turks while another one are Kurds. 


i4. Kaab has-reported that the Prophet said: “Turks 
will come to Arabian peninsula.

In another Hadith it is mentioned that Turks will come 
on the left bank of river Tigris. At their place of arrival in

15. “Entry of ‘Chinese in Arabia—Abdulla ibn Omar 
reports that the Prophet said: “Banu Qantura (Chinese) will 
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rout the people of Khorasan and Sijistan with severity and 
dishonour. They will advance till they reach a certain place 
of date groves in Palastine. Thereafter they will issue & 
warning to the people of Basra to evacuate their lands. 
Thereafter they will divide themselves in three groups. 
One group will advance tawards west, second group will 
advance to Syria and the third will maintain defence against 
the enemies. 


16. The Features of Banu Qantoora:—Abu Horaira 
reports that the -ayvaders will be having eyes like lizards, 
Their faces will be rugged and tough.

When you see these portents in Syria understand that it is 
death every where. After that Europeans will start mano- 
ouering. They will reach Arabia and sanguine battles will 
take place, 


18, The Prophet ‘said: “The Arab rule will be ended.” 
He said it thrice so the Ravi asked him: “Who will end, 
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the Arab rule?” The Prophet (5.A.) replied (Banu Qantoora) 
that community whose faces are broad, noses flat, eyes small 
and features like wrought iron. They will enter Arabia 
and fierce battles will take place. 


“An offer will then come from the Turks for a truce on 
condition that Arabs should return the non-Arabs to them, 
Arabs will tell their non-Arab allies to join the Turks, The 
allies will tell the Arabs."* Fie upon you for your turning 
away from Islam (breaking the alliance). 


Thereafter the allies will fight alone and scorer a victory 
over the enemies and destroy them. Seeing the war booties 
gained by the allics the Arabs will demand a share. The 
allies will refuse saying: “By God, we won'l give you 
anything because you've jilted us.” 


Who are Turks ? 


Here under is given an abstruction of an article of 
Sianely Lane Poole. (This article was translated into Urdu 
by Mr. Naseeb Akhtar M.A. (Karachi). 


It ig a fallacy to understand that only the inhabitants 
of modern Turkey are Turks. According to historian 
Farishta, the origin of Turks go to Prophet Noah whose 
gon Yafis had ason named Turk, Where ever his progeny 
went they were known as Turks. Another son of Yafis 
was Cheon, A vast area of land was named after bim 
which is now known as China, This research shows that 
Chinese and Turks are different. 


In Gobi desert two gypsy tribes used to live. One of 
the tribe was Mongol and another was Turk. Their ances- 
tors were the same. Those Mongols were known as “Yoon”. 
Their descendents reached upto Central Russia: There they 
were known with different names like Yooji Kushan etc, 
Chinese continued to call them Yooji. 
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The tribe began to be known as Turks in the-sixth 
century. One of the offshoots of that tribe setlled in 
Azarbaijan during fifth century. According to some his- 
torians they occupied a place called Mahan situated ‘near 
Marv, Thereafter the tribe dispersed further and occupied 
what is called modern Turkey. Wherever they went they 
were known as Turks. This is the reason why there are 
areas on map called Chinese Turkastan, Russian Turkastan 
etc, People occupying Chinese Turkastan were blue eyed, 
red haired and tall, This type of physique does not tally 
with those of modern Chinese, 


The Turks, who destroyed Iran, Irag etc, were Mon- 
gols. The modern Chinese are not similar to Turks and 
therefore they are known as Banu Qantoora in Ahadis. 
Thus the term denoted in Hadith as Turks‘are Russians and 
Banu Qantoora are Chinese, and Bani Asfar are-Europeans. 
The distinctions are to be kept in mind. It should also be 
noted that geographical boudries of modern China does not 
tally with those of the time of Holy Prophet. | 


A saying of Imam Mohammed Bagar (A.5.): “This 
Hadis is taken from Al-Majlis-us-Sannia by Sayyed Mohsin 
al Amin Al-Husaini al Ameli of Beirut. 


Imam (A.S.) said: ‘Severe discords will occur after the 
arrival of Russians in Arabia and Europeans in Palastine, . 
These discords will result in the destruction of Syria which 
will occur alter clashes among three rival flags. These flags 
will belong to (1) Sayyed Hasani, (2) Omayyads, and (3) 
Bani Qais. 


The banner of Sayyad Hasani will come from Iran, 
Omayyd flag will belong to Syria and the banners of Banu 
Qais will come from Egypt, | 


Imam (A.S.) further advised: “Be calm, don't move 
your hands and feet when you see these signs, but you won't

This explosion will awaken the 
sleeping Persons and force the standing ones to sit down. 
After finishing morning prayer on Friday you enter your 
rooms, Close the doors and also all the holes. Cover your 
cars tightly and stop your breathes, Bow down to God when 
you feel the shrick and pray “‘Subhanal Quddus, Rabbonal! 
Quddus.” A person doing this will be saved while a 
shirker will be destroyed,
